BRINGING SPAIN TO TIME. 


Details of the Peace 
Negotiations 


Being; Settled Bj Our Terms. 


"Washington, 
Aug. 
10.—A meeting 


was arranged this forenoon between 
Secretary of State Day and Ambas- 
sador Cambon at the state department 
to consider certain details of Spain's 
reply left open from yesterday's con- 
ference. 
There is reason to believe 


that the Spanish government is about 
to 
recede 
from 
certain conditions 


sought to be imposed yesterday and 
the result will be an agreement on a 
basis for the terms of peace. 


The French ambassador 
with his 


.secretary called on Secretary DSy this 
noon. 
Afterwards Mr. Day and the 


other members of the cabinet had a 
conference -with the president. 


Secretary Day said at one o'clock: 


"We have agreed upon a protocol em- 
bodying the proposed terms for the 
negotiations of'a treaty of peace, in- 
cluding the evacuation of Cuba and 
Porto Rico. If is expected that this 
protocol will be accepted. 
The terms 


are precisely those laid down by the 
President in his note of a week ago. 
It is believed that it will be signed to- 
day by Spain's representative." 


Secretary Day's statement showed 


that events had led up by logical steps 
to the agreement on the terms of the 
protocol. The conference at the White 
House was not conclusive but was a 
manifestation of the confidence in ad- 
ministrative circles that seemed to pre- 
sage an early agreement on the terms 
of peace. The foundation of this belief 
was furnished when Ambassador Cam- 
bon called at the state department this 
noon prepared to give response to fur- 
ther inquiries put last night in relation 
to the Spanish position. There was a 


eneral 
belief 
that 
the 
prospects 


brightened over night and the cessa- 
tion of hostilities was in sight. 


"When it became known that a fur- 


ther conference between the ambassa- 
dor and the President was unneces- 
sary, indications pointed more clearly 
o the simple adjustment of the minor 
details as the occasion for the secre- 
ary's later visit to the White House. 
As far as can be gathered, our gov- 


ernment is not particularly concerned 
at the insistence of the Spanish gov- 
rnment upon a reference of the peace 
agreement to their cortes in its present 
stage. Our govenment recognizes only 
he executive branch. 
Other govern- 


ments hold that wholly responsible for 
all its acts or promises. 


Formal signatures to the protocol will 


not be affixed today. This is definite.

day 3000 Spaniards attacked the Ameri- 
can camp near Malate, assaulting the 
trenches occupied by the Tenth Fems- 
sylvania regiment, battery K, and bat- 
tery A, Utah, and two other companies 
of Pennsylvania troops. 
Tlisy charg-ed 


the Americans' right «ji<3 nearly suc- 
ceeded in cutting o£f the Pennsylvania 
companies; but the Americans rallied 
and repvlsed thp Spaniards after des- 
perate lirthiins- <.hs 
Americans' firo 


breaking the Spanish center. The Span- 
iards charged acain, but were forced to 
rctraat to the :-unglc, v.hcre they kept 
up a heavy fire on one of the ronHs 
leading to the American trenches in 
order to prevtnt reinforcements from 
arriving. 


A California regiment uid a Utah 


battery wor.t to the rescue through a 
withering fire, and never wavered, al- 
though several were wounded and Cap- 
tain Kichter was killed. The Spaniards 
charged several times, but they were 
met by a steady fire from the infantry 
and by shrapnel from the Utah battery, 
so that eventually they retreated to 
Malate fort, with a IOBK, it is said, of 
300 killed and lOOp wounded, though the 
report is probably exaggerated. 
The 


insurgents rendered no assistance, but 
retreated on the first shot. 
It Is be- 


lieved that General Aguinaldo, aware of 
the Spanish intentions, moved his men 
away. 


Althoug-h the engagement scarcely at- 


tained the importance of a battle, it 
thoroughly tested tho quality of the 
United States troops, and had an ex- 
cellent effect, stimulating- their zeal and 
enthusiasm, and inspiring them with 
confidence. The Spaniards, whose losses 
in the engagement are not known, are 
adopting tactics intended to irritate the 
Americans. Every night they maintain 
an annoying fire. They have now got 
the true range of the earthvforkB, and 
their shells and shrapntl fire ar» very 
accurate.

•weak attacks, but were easily repulsed.

The British vice consul, supported by 


the French consul, who is the dean or 
the foreign representatives here, took 
the initiative in unofficial "feelers" look- 
ing- to an armistice pending peace; but 
the Americans are not authorized to ac- 
cept anything except surrender, and the 
Spaniards will never surrender. The 
flatter hope to endure until peace is de- 
clared between Washington and Madrid. 
The hardships of the situation are chiefly 
pressing upon the 
natives and the 


foreigners, and not upon the Spaniards, 
fcecause the bulk of the priests, the of- 
ficials and the military can monopolize 
the food supplies; and though a quarter 
pf a million of the population starve, the 
fact goes practically unheeded. 


The 10,000 Spaniards in Manila are 


confident of their safety. They believe 
!tha.t the strong walls of the city will 
resist for three months; and they are 
resolved, regardless of the fate of women 
and children, finally to sell their lives 
d«arly in wreaking their hatred upon 
the English, the Americans and the 
Filipinos. This correspondent has seen 
natives eating rats and mjoe; and it is 
reported that they are stealing food and 
(murdering. 


The scarcity of food now affects even 


tbe richest class in Manila. Thers«is no 
meat, bread or flour, except very small 
reserves, chiefly laid under requisition 
lor the Spanish troops. 
The newspa- 


f*rs, though rigidly censored, admit 
that the famine and the unprecedented 
tains are causing an epidemic. They 
pretend that the disorders are trivial, 
intestinW ailments, but believe most of 
Uvem "are dysentery, due to wretched 
ioou iinu tile u«u»&ciuus ciio-iMcier 01 
the water.

Photographs baa now be used for the

Herald. Of course it has long been the 
custom to "display photographs promi- 
nently iu frames or ou mantel shelves, 
but not until quilo recently have they 
been c6n,sid£*o<l possibilities in aotual 
decoration by fashionable households. 
Frames are being laid aside, and tho 
cards are tacked on the walls as they 
are. 


Everywhere on tho vfalls of every 


room except the parlor aud dining room 
(and oven these apartments are not ex- 
empted nowadays in country houses) 
are photographs to be found, tho mora 
tho bettor, and of course to be quite tho 
thing they must all bo photographs of 
people, not photographs of ^*nes or 
amateur efforts, though a well taken 
aruntenf group or siugle picture is al- 
lowable. The fashion, however, is the 
lavish displaying of individual por- 
traits, and it is tbo plan of tlio day to 
empty each alIrani, 6ac,h bos and each 
case and tack up their contents. 


These pictures, However, must not be 


put on the walls indiscriminately. They 
must b6 arrailagjl iu patterns sot in the 
paneling of the doors, attached to tho 
walls in wheels, stars Or some design of 
that nature. Brass headed tacks of 
small size are to be used, atfd the varied 
effects that may be shown ip. a hoxise 
are indicative of the degree .of artistic 
taste of the member df the family who 
has superintended the decoration.

ot a room. A recently completed suit of 
rooms shows Examples of this idea in 
styles appropriate to the decorative fea- 
tures of each apartment. 
No poles are 


used, and the continued line of wall pat- 
tern across the window and door open- 
ings is singularly appropirate and ef- 
fective. 


The practical part of the work is sim- 


pto enough. The wall paper is pasted to 
cheesecloth or shegting and cut out to 
the desired shape, the trimming being 
fluting or rncbing of the same stuff, 
with pipes or jabots at discretion. The 
cornices of light pine are covered with 
cloth lined paper, and are given a touch 
of ornamentation by the use of ruching 
similar to that trfru'ming the vallances. 
Long curtains of Singapore lattice, Cal- 
cutta net or colonial muslin aro hung 
On light rods inside the cornices, and 
may be drawn aside without interfer- 
ing with the draped effect. These win- 
dow and door headings are easily kept 
clean and may remain in place when 
the lower curtains or portieres are re- 
moved f"or the scunner. 


Why the ingenious idea ha.g not oc- 


curred to any one before, in View of f&o 
recurring difficulty of obtaining fabrics 
which go with wall papers, is a matter 
to be wondered at, Lint its simplicity 
and appropriateness are sure to make it 
popular noW that it has been discover- 
ed and put in practicable shape.—New 
York Tribune. 


The Latest Bad Couch. 


A new bed couch is of the ordinary 


width of a couch, with a metal frame. 
Tho springs ate of the woven mattress 
tariety and as wide as a double be<3, 
but with flexible hinges, dividing it 
into three parts. This woven spring and

Baking or placing articles in dry heat' 
for any length of time is not only an 
onr«li4blo method, bnt attended with 
tho dantfnr nf flro if 8 dcrrrv* of hf.it i» 
sufficiently thorough to sterilize them. 
Boiling or steaming is Objectionable 
because most things would be rendered 
useless from tho contact with moisture. 
Experiments have proved that hot oil ie 
one of the best sterilizers known, espe- 
cially for instruments. 


One of our most eminent eurgeoni 


has demonstrated the fact that the most 
complete sterilizing follows the dipping 
of surgical instruments into boiling 
olive oil. One may determine tho tem"- 
pernture of the oil by a very siiapl*, 
process of dropping bread crumbs Into' 
tho oil. When they tnrn br&wn and 
crisp, tho oil is hot enough for tbo sur- 
geon's uae. This is much more con-' 
veuient than nfiiug tho thermometer, 
which may not always bo at hand. The 
oil may bo hoatcrl ovor a spirit Inmp,

Why the United State* Government Adopt* , 


ed the Krag-Jorgenien Pattern—It Does 


Ita Work Without IfixnsHoe the Victim, 
It Strike*.

. 


To th& mind of tho layman, who has 


Kono no f'irther into the art of war than 
to know that nowadays tho sido whioh, 
kills tho greater jiurnbcr of inou wint ia 
almost every fight, humanity as a consid- 
eration in tho matter of bullets is an an- 
omaly, in itself ridiculous. In spite of 
this tho moral principle cited has played a , 
very considerable part in tho arming ot 
our foot .soldiers,, and, as eaid byan army 
officer, bus caused much comment that 
lias been upfavorablo to the United State* . 
infantry. 
i 


No ordnance officer will admit that tha ' 


criticism is altogether just when applied, 
to the arms and bullets authorized for the 
use of tbo infantry, and wbcn it comes to 
other nations having better arms and 
more effective bullets than we ha\e, ha 
saj<3 ''Ko!" emphatically. 


'"It is not u question of how badly a 


bullet mangles the body of a mau whom 
it kills," said an officer skilled in the sci- 
ence of bullot making, "for one dead man 
is just as dead as another. The quos-.ioa 
is, How fur will a bullet go and to what 
extent does it$ course and speed depend, 
upon it? shape? Tho power of penetration 
comes under the same head but that 13 
governed partly by tho material of which 
it is made. 


"It took a good many years for us to 


discover that a bullet made entirely of lead 
was limited in penetrating power. Every 
officer in th6 army and navy knew that 
Steel would fierce any Substance to a 
greater dopth than lead, but wioevo» 
thought of using ifc for small bullets in j 
preference to the softer metal Until tha ' 
man who discovered the advantages of a 
> 


rifjod bore found also that th& leaden bul- 
lets stuck in the barrel and frequently 
made the breech of a gun quito as danger- 
ous as the muzzle? The revolution began 
thea, and at th"e present time it has gona 
so far that while there are advantages of 
a kind oh the side of the explosive bullet 
and the mushroom bullet, tho United, 
States government does not like the kind. 


"The question has been asied repeatyl*, 


ly why the United States have not adopted' 
these more destructive bullets, and upon ' 
this the many adverse criticisms have 
been based. Any bullet will kill when it 
hits in the right spot, and, that being ac- 
cepted, the only 6bnditions to be met are 
those of getting the bullet that goes the 
straightost and the greatest distance.' 
Speed carries a bullet to the greatest dis-1 
tance, and if you have in your bullet a 
material which offers the greatest resist- 
ance to an opposing forco the problem is 
solved- 
| 


' It Was found early In the life of th» 


rifle that lead Was necessary to give a bul- i 
let the weight required to make it effect- 
ive, 
and then the jacket bullet of steel 1 


filled with lead became a fa6t. The forco 
being Supplied to barry this bullet two | 
miles and more y?hen sent at a dead level, ' 
the ingenuity of man found another field. 


"Inventors vied With each other in mak- 


ing the most destructive bullets; but, aft- 
er all, not one has made a bullet which 
Will kill more than one man at a time 
unless they happen to be in line, so that 
the bullet having passed through one man ' 
can keep oft until its force is spent. There ' 
you have 6ome to force again, just where ' 
you started. Tho officers who have had ' 
the small firearm and i^s bullets under ] 
consideration for years have thought fell j 
this out, and out of the fifty odd bullets 
which have been invented since the war oS 
the rebellion they have chosen the best. , 
By tho best I moan the one that will go 
the farthest i& a straight line and at tha 
end of its j6urney retain tho greatest 
penetrative power. 
"It is not human to mangle a man just 


for the sake of making tho horrors of war 
more hideous, but it is human to put him 
out of the fight and give him a chance to 
live afterward if it must be done. It is 
sense, too, for in these times, when nearly 
all nations liavo improved arms at their 
disposal, each one may do unto his enemy 
just wh»t his enemy wijl do unto him." 


That is one side of the question, and 


when the United States government found 
a bullet which would do all that a bullet 
ought to in the matter Of speed and accura- 
cy it accepted it with the rifle for which it 
was made. This happened when the Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle and bullot were adopted. 
All the improvements which have been 
made in thi$ gun and projectile since that 
time hav6 been adopted as they have come. 


The inventors found early in the prog- 


ress of the evolution of the small projectile 
that a small caliber bullet had many ad- 
vantages. The recoil resulting from the 
use of the largb quantity of powder neces- 
sary to send oven the. 45 caliber Springfield 
bullet a moderate distance was lessened 
by the reducti6n of the caliber, and then a 
stronger powder was made. The surface 
against which the powder acted being 
smaller, the ill effects of recoil Were then 
not tb bD contended against. At the same 
time the bullet attained a flat trajectory, 
giving it killing power at 2,000 yards, a 
greater accuracy and an increased pene- 
trating po\ver. The .30 caliber bullot, 
which is acknowledged to be the most 
effective, will go through 1" inches of pino 
wood at 3,000 yards range and when 
through that will pierce tho bodies of flvo 
men. 
At the same distance it will bury 


itself 14 inches deep in sand, which, next 
to water, offers a greater resistance to a, 
bullet than any other substance. 


The evolution of the bullet was marked 


by one radical change, but since then tha 
changes have been of minor importance. 
After the steel jacket had been accepted 
for the bullot other nations conceived the 
idea of making tho lip of the stoel jacket 
as thin as paper, so that the impact be- 
tween it and the human body would spread 
the load and have an effect almost equal

With its nat- 
ural resources and hidden wealth to be 
brought to light and developed, its sa- 
lubrious climate and under tho generous 
government of the United States, it will 
not only continue to be the garden spot 
of the world, hut the home for many of

I name of the king and queen of Spain 
on that island a little less than foul- 
centuries ago, gave it the name of "Itich 
;Port" and was loath to believe-that the 
fountain of everlasting youth, of which 
| the natives told- him in order to be freed 
1 from his tyranny and oppression, w as to 
1 be found in any other place or'when he 
did start on a voyage the result of 
which was necessarily unsuccessful that 
he returned to his first love. 


This little place, for it has an area of 


a continual strife has been kept up 
cither within its borders or by nations 
\\ ho made every endeavor to wrest it 
from tho hands of the Dons. Spain, 
however, has hold it with but one Inter- 
ruption continuously from the time it 
was discovered. Porto Rico has had 
but few years of peace, and these were 
spent in expectation. 
Wafted ori the 


breezes from the surrounding islands, 
and especially from Cuba, come the 
sounds of revolution and dissaiisfaction 
and the cry to be liberated from the 
hands of oppression. The determination 
of the Cubans to gain their liberty and 
to govern themselves and the continual 
uprisings and revolutions in Haiti and 
Santo Domingo unsettled the peace of 
the Pcrto Ricans and turned their 
thoughts to war and revolution. The 
fields were left untilled by the natives, 
who met and spent their time most un- 
successfully and unprofitably in devis- 
ing means to find relief from the tyran- 
ny of the Spaniards, who ruled them 
with "a rod of iron." The days of their 
strife and unsettledness are over, and 
the island under its new possessors 
must again become peaceful and habit- 
able. 


Of the topography and conditions of 


cloudless sky and the sea are of the 
same hue. Glinting along tho shore one 
sees the little harbors with their towns 
dotting the coast and backed by the 
gradually rolling hills, increasing in 
height as they go inland until the high- 
est peak, El Yungen, of about .3,500 feet 
above the sea level, is lost in the mist. 
All the hills have a black, uninviting 
appearance, but as the coast is ap- 
proached they change from black to 
green and are seen to be covered with 
forests whose trees, abundantly sup- 
plied with foliage, seem to nod a wel- 
come in the scent laden breeze. As the 
ship passes along the warm winds from 
offshore tell the visitor it is time to 
shed woolen clothing for the cooler linen 
which is worn almost exclusively in the 
tropics. 


From the hilltops to the shore the 


blackness stands out between the sky 
and sandy beach, the brightness of 
which is made more dazzling by the 
rays of the tropical sun streaming re- 
lentlessly down on it and the lashing 
into foam of the breakers tumbling over 
each other as they hurry to spend their 
force. Here and there along the coast 
are seen rocky promontoriie whose jag- 
ged edges and sides are covered with 
moss until they reach the wash of the 
sea. They are ugly looking things, and 
their vreacherousness has been felt by 
many sailing craft which have been 


ftr.d the Inevitable frowning fortrww 
looking down on the ship through the 
muzzles of the guns, some of which 
were mounted many centuries ago, bat 
with the many odd looking buildings, 
with their sayly painted sides and roofs 
that dot the shore and gradually be- 
come fewer in number as they reach up 
the hillsides. The houses are very dif- 
ferent in architecture from those of our 
own country. They are low structures 
and would make a striking contrast 
with the skysciapers of modern times. 
While they are built of stone they are 
painted in pink, blue, yellow and nearly 
all the colors of the rainbov.-. 


Another striking feature of the build- 


ings is the absence of chimneys, and 
hardly a window glasj is to be found 
throughout the island. 
There are no 


frosts to make it necessary that win- 
dows be closed, and iurnacc-s and stoves 
are unkno\vn quantities. The windows 
have balconies, shaded from the glare 
of the sun by awnings, and the cooking 
is done in open ovens away from the 
houses. What the buildings lack in size 
and solidity they make up in history. 
Many of the houses in San Juan and 
other cities at present occupied were 
built many centuries ago, and it is 
claimed that some of them, that were 
constructed by order of Ponce de Leon 
as early as 1512 are still in existence in 
habitable condition. The native guide, 
however, has a beautiful imagination, 
which silver coins have a tendency to 
develop to a marvelous degree. 


When the ship has come to anchor off 


the city and the "sea ladder" has been 
placed over the side, she is visited by 
customs officials; and while they arc as 
little welcome as such officers usually 
are they are more appreciated xhan the 
visitors preceding them, who b'egin to 
alight on the vessel as the land is ap- 
proached.

remain on the ship but a few minutes,

returning at nightfall. There are but 
two seasons, the rainy and dry, and 
they come with equal reguiu/ity, brins- 
in;? with them their pests, one with an- 
imals and insects, the other with dis- 
eases, for, although nature endowed the 
island sonorously with beautiful things, 
she also left some to bo shunned. 


Strange as it may seem and although 


the interior of the island is far healthier 
than the coast, all of the larger cities 
are on or near the -water's edfte, -where 
most of the population live, leaving the 
interior with a few sparsely settled vil- 
lages strewn about over the hillsides or 
near the main government road, which 
runs from one end of tho island to the 
other, a distance of about 100 miles. The 
villages that one does find in the inte- 
rior of the country, however, repay the 
visitor for his trouble in hunting them 
out. - There are but few railroads on the 
island, and these are of the type of early 
days. Most of the traveling is done on 
horseback or in carriages, the latter of 
which are scarce and have sten their 
best days. The horses are native ani- 
mals and, although small, are hardy 
beasts, capable of traveling great dis- 
tances Vvithout fatigue. 


These animals are found in great 


numbers on the island, and when the 
better class, who live in the cities dur- 
ing the dry season, go to their "sum- 
mer" homes in the hills during the 
rainy season there is no hustling one's

The coun- 
try has a natural drainage, and if tha 
cities were fitted with modern sanitary 
appliances there is little dmibt thai these 
diseases could be stamped out in a little 
while. None of the cities has any sani- 
tary appliances, but are constructed on 
the plan of those in the other West In- 
dia islands, and until they are recon- 
structed disease will prevail.

the comlitinn of t,he troops is concerned. 
It confirms a letter received In this 
city, dated July 29, saying that the 
Second 
regiment is In much 
better 


shape than the other troops, having 
stood the climate more easily. 


The prospect for the removal of the 


soldiers to this country is not so good 
as was hoped. When the men wrote 
the letters that Were received in this 
city this week, they were expecting to 
be moved very soon, and the press dis- 
patches have indicated that the Second 
"would soon be under way. The state- 
ment that will go to Long Island "in- 
side of two weeks" shows that tho men 
are not so confident of being sent on 
at once. 


Another letter was received by Mr. 


Simmons of Adams this morning form 
Captain Hicks. The letter was written 
July 14, and was to inform Mr. Sim- 
mons that his son, Corporal Simmons, 
was wounded. As the latter has been 
at home for some time, the letter offers 
an illustration of the delay to which 
news is subject. 


It is reported in Adams today that 


John L. Burt of South Framingharn, 
formerly of Adams and a member of 
Company M, was wounded. He has 
not been heard from for some time, but 
the report was only a rumor. It was 
also rumored that Horace Ainslie of 
Adams, who was assistant in the hos- 
pital corps, had been taken to the hos- 
pital. Nothing has been heard from 
him for some time, and neither of the 
reports are confirmed.
